In the Greenhouse 


About the end of this week, if the weather 
is moderately warm, greenhouse plants_may 
be put out for the summer. Before doing 
this, however, the house should be left open’ 
as much as possible so that the plants will 
gradually become accustomed to their new 
conditions, Sedums, Acacias, tender Fuchsias 
Magnolias, Jasmines and Brooms wil 
all be better for a while in the 
open, but if repotting is necessary it should 
be done at least & fortnight before the plants 
are placed out of doors.

Kidney Beans end Runner Beans should be 
sown this week, and both like a good, well 
tilled soil and sunny position. Urown in 
drilis about 30 imches apart, and with. five 
inches between the ‘seeds, the Kidney Beats 
may be calculated on for a heavy crop if well 
minded, The Runner Beans are also good 

but more advantage should be taken 
of at thie | ornamental qualities, for durfng their 
growing and flowering period they are among 
the most beautiful of our flowers and can 
be used effectively to cover a trellis or fence 
or to mark out a portion of the garden which 
for any reason requires privacy. ‘The Runner 
Bean needs deeper preparation of the soil and 
more room-between the rows than the Kidney 
or Dwarf, and as soon as the plants show 
ave the ground stakes should be put in as 
upports. On a moist warm day lettuce 
should be transplanted into well prepared rich 
nd, Put in rows of about 10 inches apart 
and 10 inches between the plants, and water 
=. day eis | the SS sonas Lettuce 
seed should also be sown now, and also Cress, 
Radish and mole. and a further sowing of 
turnips is also desirable, Carrots ard Parsnips 
should mow be thinned, or where they are late 
bunched ” with a hoe, ei Salsaív thinned 
and another seeding Spring cabbage 
can be transplanted, "tal bas cabbages 
moulded up. 


Other Sowings 


All the Kales can be sown now and will 
well, Transplant early Cauliflowers. Sow 
Cauliflower seed, Broccoli, Beet and Spinach, 
and prepare a good rich bed for the "ro S 
Sprouts which should be ready for planting 
out in a couple of weeks. It should be 
remembered that all the cabbage family lrke 
a deep, strongish soil, with plenty of farm- 
yard manure, and have little objection to 
shade or damp. Endive and Parsley may 
still be sown, and the seeds. of sweet herbs. 
Cuttings of Sage, Marjoram Hyssop and many 
other of the aromatic plants will grow from 
cuttmgs. Take good strong shoots about six 
inches long and pull off the leaves about two- 
. thirds of the way from the lower end and 
plant firmly in a shady place, but where the 
soil is not too heavy.

Famous Storyteller. Dead 


I only heard the other day of the death 
of Patrick Lynch, of Mount Eagle. near 
Dingle, Kerry. Locally known as “ Paddy 
the Stonemason,”’ he was one of the first 
of Irish story-tellers to make a name for 
himself in the folklore world. More than 
forty years ago many of his stories were 
published in the New York Sun. Jeremiah 
Curtin, Irish-American author, was sent 
by this newspaper to Ireland, and got in 
touch with Paddy. But Curtin knew 
no Irish and Paddy knew no English. 
So Paddy’s father, Maurice, was enlisted 
to translate his son’s tales, and Curtin’s 
wife co-operated by taking down the stories 
in shorthand. Curtin later reprinted 
some of these in “Hero Tales of 
Ireland.” Paddy used to tell that the 
only time he went to school was to put a 
pane of glass in the window. He suddenly 
stopped working and put a poser to the 
class, asking them to repeat the alphabet 
backwards.

‘hunters. but cléarly the author is more 
interested in the mentality of the cannibals 
than in their ability to provide materia! 
for horror and sensation. Mr. Bushell 
has gone about his long book in a very 
‘conscientious fashion. “‘To exclude the 
‘personal pronoun and its implied self- 
praise,” he has written it in the third 
person, calling himself “ Cameron.” As 
a matter of fact, he has failed to attain 
his object, since the freedom “ Cameron " 
gives Mr. Bushell leads Mr. Bushell to 
describe ‘‘Cameron’’ with some e- 
thusiasm.

Suspect: By Allan Strawbridge. London:

N August, 1914, Allan Strawbridge was 
sketching the countryside of Luxem- 
bourg, along the German frontier. War 
is declared, the German armies come 
marching silently from the Fatherland, 
and Strawbridge is arrested as a spy. This 
hook’ is the record of his experiences, and 
it is so profoundly moving in its misery, 
in its heroism, in its occasional passages 
of utter, lost despair that one hesitates 
to comment upon it. It is a book to be 
read by oneself—alone, 

Strawbridge was born of weaithy parents 
in Australia, but he would have nothing 
to do with the career prepared for him 
in a Government department. He came 
to Paris to make his fortune as a 
painter—and he knew nóothi about 
painting whatever. As he says himself: 
“The names of the colours were scarcely 
known tome. I had not the slightest idea 
of what type of box I should buy; nor 
had yet set eyes on a studio easel, a 
donkey, or a lay figure.” There he was 
then in Paris, nineteen years of age, with

Then the. mysterious German rescues 
him, and he resumes his painting. He 
arrives in Luxembourg, whose beautiful 
seenery has attracted him; and now 
begins the real story of “ Suspect.”

At retail prices the British housewife 
ends £1,075. millions on food—one-

£83 miliions. Our fieighbours are goo: 
trencher-men, and meat producers for the 
British market have three times as large 
a market to cater for as wheat producers. 


Ten Shillings a Week 


Consumption oy head of bread and flour 
varies very little as between the different 
income grades. consumption per head of 
meat, eggs, milk, butter, and vegetables 
varies very widely. A rising standard of 
life, therefore, reflects itself in in 
consumption of the typical products of our 
agriculture—not at all in wheat, sugar, or 
potatoes. And yet more than half the 


expenditure per head per week varies from 
4s. to 14s... Half the population spends 
less than 108) per head ger week. In 
order to bring the eonsamption of this 
half up to the level oí the group which 
spends 10s. per head per week on food, 
e aggregate. consum of milk would 
have. to be eased by 16 per cent., 
butter 15 per centi:;eggs 18 per cent., and 
meat 12 per cent. They would need the 
produce of 300,000 more cows for fresh 
milk consumption, and 1,435,333 cows for 
additional butter supply. And even then, 
consumption of butter would only 
average SOlb. per head per annum, which 
is about the same as our people were 
estimated. to be consuming in 1926-27, and 
not much mote than half what many 
households are in the habit of consuming. 
Whatever may be the economic demand for 
additional food supplies in Great Britain, 
the human de for such supplies is 
very far, indeed, from saturation point, 
and the economie demand shows an ex- 
panding tendency. It would expand still 
more if it were not for the commercial 
restrictions on imports i in the 
supposed interests of Sled colicin, 
Examples might be multiplied, it is 
enough te say in conclusion that every 
farmer and politician in our country 
should get this*book—it only costs half-a- 
crown. Having read it carefully he should 
then get ont pencil and paper and calculate 
what it will mean to Ireland if the policies 
of which it is the faetual basis are 
adopted.

Let us suppose, 
for example, that the Free State no longer 
feels afraid that Great Britain may oppose 
it at any stage of national development. 
It is decided, as a result, that the country 
henceforth must be freed from every 
suspicion of outside interference, and that 
a republican form of government shall be 
set up. What then? Unless it subscribes 
to the impossible doctrine that Ireland 
can cut herself off entirely from the rest 
of the world the republic must try to find 
some modus vivendi with its neighbours. 
Great Britain is the nearest, and— 
although it is a foreign State—there: so 
many points in common that some arrange- 
ment obviously is demanded. Nearly all 
the exports and imports of the republic, 
for instance, will be to or from Great 
Britain, and the republic will undoubtedly. 
be attacked by an outside force as soon as 
Great Britain becomes involved in a war. 
Above all there is the fact that many 
Irishmen have been at work in Great 
Britain since long before the republic was 
set up, and some arrangement to make 
their position safe would be, to say the 
least of it, desirable. 

Common trade interests and common 
needs for defence must be recognised, and, 
if not a common citizenship, something 
which will ensure that each country gives 
full rights and protection to the citizens 
of the other. If we like to carry the 
fantasy a little further, and to assume 
that Canada, South Africa, India, New- 
foundland, Australia and New Zealand 
all have become republics also, the same 
needs will make themselves evident there.

This 
hospital is sui generis. It shelters large 
numbers of chronic cases, many of which 
are incurable, and cannot be treated with 
any hope of success, but it also accepts 
cases that can both be treated and be 
cured. The Commission took the view that 
under the new scheme treatable and 
curable cases, which under the existing 
system would be sent to the Union 
hospital, would be sent in the future to 
one or other of the four big institutions ; 
but during the last few. months a strony 
agitation has been started in favour of a 
municipal hospital, which would replace 
St. Kevin’s and at the same time extend 
its scope. Last night’s debate dealt with 
the pros and cons of this proposal. 
Professor Henry Moore, of the Nationa! 
University, and physician to the Mater 
Misericordie Hospital, made a strong case 
against the suggestion that a municipal! 
hospital should be established. He was 
supported by such distinguished medica! 
men as Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead, Regius 
Professor of Medicine in the University 
of Dublin; Surgeon Doolin, and Dr. 
Rowlette ; and we hope that the Govern 
ment will study their arguments with the 
greatest possible care. 
Professor Moore, who had the whole- 
hearted support of his Trinity colleague, 
led the attack on the proposal to estab- 
lish a municipal hospital; and, so far as 
the layman can judge, his arguments are 
unanswerable. In the first place, there 
is the problem of staffs.. At present com- 
petition for membership of the voluntary 
staff of a teaching hospital is exceedingly 
keen, with the result that the teaching 
hospitals secure the cream of the medical 
profession. The physicians and surgeons, 
the gynecologists, the bio-chemists, and 
all the other specialists work in their 
hospitals for nothing, and devote several 
hours every day to this unpaid labour; 
but they build up private practices as the 
result of their connection with one or 
other of the teaching hospitals, and thus 
are able to make comfortable livings. As 
Dr. Moore pointed out, the possibilities of 
private practice would be negligible in the 
case of a municipal hospital; and, con- 
sequently, the staff of such an institution 
would need to consist of “ whole-time ” 
men, the adequate payment of whom 
would tax the financial resources of the 
municipality. Again, the absence of 
students, who always are the most merci- 
less critics of their teachers, would remove 
the stimulus that in the teaching institu- 
tions keeps the medical men, as it were, 
up to scratch. An impersonal relation- 
ship would develop between doctor and 
patient, research would suffer—Dr. Moor- 
head said that research would be still-born 
if a municipal hospital should be estab- 
lished—the financial difficulty would be 
almost impossible to surmount, and the 
training of Irish doctors in the diagnosis 
and treatment of disease would suffer. 
Finally, the establishment of a municipal 
hospital in Dublin weuld leave the 
problem of the voluntary hospitals uf- 
solved ; and, after all, it was to solve this 
urgent problem that the Hospitals’ Sweep- 
inaugurated. We agree

A. E. Housman, the poet who wrote “A 
Shropshire Lad,” one of the best sellers in 
the record of poetry, has died at Cambridge, 
aged 77. His verse was set to music by 
Vaughan Williams, and it sold on a large

Housman was a Professor of Latin at 


Gambridge, and died in a Cambridge nursing |, 
home. á was essentially modest. In 1922 |. 
he published a volume that he called “ Last | 
Poems,” and he published no more. His 
output was small —100 lyrics in 22 years. 

He was educated at Bromsgrove School, 
near Birmingham, and at St. John’s College, | ; 
Oxford. For some years he worked in the}, 
Patent Office, and then became Professor of 
Latin in London University. In 1911 he 
was appointed Regius Professor of Latin at 
Cambridge.. He was a fine scholar of the 
older school—not in the least concerned to 
bring classical literature down to the level 
of the ordinary man, but only to attain the 
highest possible degree of accuracy in what- 
ever he did, and to expose the errors of 
others. He gave nearly twenty years of his 
life to producing an edition of Manilius. 

“A. Shropshire Lad” was published 
locally and obscurely in 1896, but it soon 
attracted attention. Among those who read 
it was Oscar Wilde, who was noticeably in- 
fluenced by it when he came to write “ The 
Ballad of Reading Gaol.” 

During the. War, Housman made himself 
known to an even wider circle with his noble 
and characteristic “ Epitaph on an Army of 
Mercenaries.”” But in spite of this reminder | € 
that he was still writing verse, it came as a 
surprise when, in 1922. he published “ Last 
Poems,” with the unregretfiul announcement 
that he did not expect to write any more,
